Beauties of the Decorations at the 
Southern Hotel. 

Patriotism, loyalty and hospitality 
blossomed in every ‘nook and corner of the 
Southern Hotel. 

To the east, to the west, to the north. to 
the south, whichever way one might look, 
the eye was greeted with folds, with ban- 
ners, with streamers, with flags. And on 
all were seen the ever bright red, whke and 
blue. 

Exterior and interior bore the marks of 


the decoretor and his army of agsistants. 
rhe main entrance on Broadway, Fuurth 
and Walnut streets abounded in bunting 
and flags, while the pillars .n the corridor 
were covered with the same material. 

A special stairway had been erected on 
the grand staircase, leading to the parlor 
floor.. This was covered with velvet car- 
pet, upon which trod the President's feet.

Wild smilax was en- 
twined about. the pilars. Flags wre 
draped over all the doors facing the ro- 
tunda. 

The floral decorations were furnished by 
the CC, Young & Sons Co., while represen- 
tatives of the Kennard Carpet Co. super- 
intended the hanging and draping of the 
flags and bunting.

ADVENTURES OF THE COMMITTEE 


Eventful Trip of Those Who Went Out 


to Meet the President. 

A number of very distinguished St. Louts- 
ans arose considerably earlier than usual 
this morning in order to do honor to the 
nation’s chief executive. In the cold, 
crisp air of the early morning groups otf 
well-dressed, silk-tiled gentlemen were 
seen hurrying through the midway at 
Unton Station toward track 198, where Col. 
L. W. Weakeley’s Burlington special was 
waiting to take the Citizen's Reception 
Committee “up the road’ a bit to meet 
President McKinley’s party. As ear.y as 
6:30 o'clock the members of the committee 
began to arrive and promptiy at 7 the 
train pulled out. It consisted of twWo 
coaches and a private car. 

The Citizen’s Committee occupied the 
coaches, and the newspaper representatives 
and Col. Wakeley and Col, “Bill” Shaw, 
the Burlington’s able Cincinnati representa- 
tive, had the private car. The trip up was 
not particularly eventful, though it de- 
veloped two interesting points. One was 
that the presidential party was to be met 
at Spanish Lake instead of West Alton, and 
other was that Col. Wakeley had prepared 
a fine breakfast for his newspaper friends 
on the private car. The latter was a very 
pleasant surprise and the former created 
any amount of discussion. 

Why the President should be met at Span- 
ish Lake was womething that every one 
could not readily understand, but Col, 
Wakeley explained that {it was to impress 
cn the distinguished visitors tne fact that 
the war was really over. 

The special arrived at Spanish Lake about 

a. m., but went right through to West 
1. There the smoke of the Presidential 
was discerned in the distance and 
the train was hurried back to the station 
with the Casti.ian title. There everybody 
“disembarked.”’ After a wait of only a few 
minutes, during which the party was pho- 
tographed, the train bearing the President's 
party was seen coming slowly down the 
track. The citizens’ committee formed in 
double rank, with ex-Goyv. Stone at its 
head and Mayor Ziegenhein arm-in-arm 
with ex-Goy. Francis in second place, and 
then Gen. Nobie, Col. M. C. Wetmore, 
Charles Parsons and other notables.

The President, however, did not appear 
on the platform, Irsatead Col. R. C. Ker- 
ens came forward dressed in a blue suit 
and a jaunty bicycle cap and shook hands 
with those members of the commitiee 
lined up near his end of the coach. How- 
ard Elliot, the Burlington General Man- 
ager, appeared at the other end and an- 
nounced thet the President was not com- 
ing out. The distinguished gentlemen of 
the Reception Committee were feeling pret- 
ty chilly by this time and they felt fittle 
better a moment later when the newspa- 
per men who had enjoyed Col. Wakeley’s 
breakfast and were smoking fragrant Ha- 
vanas on a little hill just above them dis- 
covered the nation’s Chief Executive calm- 
ly hiding away a big breakfast just .nside 
one of the windows. Secretaries Gage and 
Bliss were observed by his side. 

“Wonder if he’s coming out soon?” sald 
some one on the outside, but just at ¢hat 
juncture a white-aproned walier was no-' 
ticed to pass the President a big cup of 
coffee and the question was not repea ed, 

_And go the President didn’t come out, but 
the committee went in. Aftera wait of a 
few minutes Col. Kerens escorted them to 
the car adjoining the President's and a 
favored few were escorted in to grasp 
President McKinley’s hand. 

The return trip was made in “two sec- 
tions. '’ That is the special came back a 
few minutes ahead of the Pres dent’s train 
and this circumstance was responsible for 
a very.ludicrous feature. 

Aboard the special were severa] news- 
paper men and railroad men, among them 
Co’. “Bill” Shaw. Col. Shaw is a big sol- 
die pty locus man of capacious girth and a 
propensty for enjoying life. o when it 
was suggested that he take station on the 
rear platform and bow to the crowds that 
filled the streets and factory windows, he 
readily consented. From the time the train 
struck the northern city Iimits until it 
reached Union Station the Coionel was kept 
busy doffing his broad-brimmed hat to ad- 
m ring crowds. hen a group would catch 
sight of him, one would point his finger. 
exclaim “There he its!” and a waving of 
arms, hats and handkerchiefs would invar- 
iably follow. 

When the train backed into Union. Sta- 
tion it was greeted with great cheeri: g. The 
crowd thought the President was aboard. 
Those inside the railing surged about the 
rear end of the car and Col. Shaw, all 
smiles, bowed profusely. As he had a mus- 
tache he was introduced as a General. On 
one side of the platform they called him 
Gen. Miles and on the other Gen. Shafter. 
Chief of Detéctives Desmond was conspic- 
uous among the crowd and the newspaper 
men introduced him to “Gen. Miles.’’ 

Later on he veered around to the op- 
posite side of the car and somebody sald: 
‘Want to introduce you to Gen. Shafter, 
Chef.” But when the same man whom he 
had previously met as Gen. Miles was pro- 
duced, the Chief smiled broadly and the

The coaches in which the negroes are at 

present quartered are mute evidence of the 
terrible battle that took place at Virdeit 
Weodnesday afternoon. There is scarcely 4 
whole pane of glass in either of the three 
coaches and the sides and ends are p.ne- 
trated and spiintered by thousands of bul- 
lets, 
The train pulled into the upper C. & A. 
yards Thursdays night a ltile after 11 
o'clock, Couductor H. C. Kice was in 
charge of the train, Besides the three 
coaches there was one heavy box car, 
sealed, which was used for a baggage -_ 
Engine 66 pulled the train and Was In 
hares of Bae neer A. M. Watkins and 
Fireman Paul Gordon. KBrakeman C. A. 
Johnson and R. b. Mitcheil Mace up the 
remainder of the train's crew. $ 

The coaches are on a side track, and Fri- 
day morn.ng they were visited and inspect- 
ed by hundreds of those who had heard 
of the battle. Though the story of the bat- 
tle had been told people were not prepared 
for the sight they saw. The cars are sim- 
ply riddled by balis. Not only are the win- 
dows shot out, but the r fle balls penetrated 
the sides and ends of the cars, tearing off 
great splinters. Bal from the heavy 
rifies went right through several thick- 
nesses of wood as readily as they passed 
through the glass. Heavy charges of buck- 
shot may yet be picked from the car, and 
hundreds of charvces of fine shot etruck 
the coaches and were imbedded in the soft

There were only three negroes in the 
cars when the atiempt was made to land 
them inside the stockade at Virden 
Wednesday night.

Now they are free to 
go, but they are penniless, have no place 
to go and the experiences they have under- 
gone in Illinois have so frightened them 


that they are afraid to leave the cars.

Charles Griffin was spoken to. He Is an 
old man, past 60 years old. He gave his ex- 
perience as follows: 

“A man by the name of Mr. York came 

down to Birmingham and wanted to hire 
a lot of us men to work in his mines. He 
had four other white men and one negro 
with ‘him. He said the place he wanted 
us to work at was up in Illinois and he 
would pay us good wages. I was to work 
on the railroad tracks at the bottom of 
the shaft. He promised me $1.75 a day. 
others were promised more; some men who 
could work machines were to get all the 
way from $3 to SM a day. 
“I never expected any trouble nor neither 
Gid any of the others. There were just 105 
of Us mon who came up to go to work. 
We rode in the first two coaches. Many of 
the men who came were married. Their 
wives and children were the back 
coach. There must have been nearly 100 
of the women and children in that car. 
There was no trouble nor nothing that 
looked like it until we got to East St. 
Louls last Wednesday. Mr. York and the 
four men with him kept coming into the 
cars and telling us how good a job we ‘had. 
The colored man they had with them did 
the same. 

“But when the train left East St. Louis 
they locked the doors. Then they came 
along and pulled down all the window 
ehutters. It was broud day and with the 
shutters down it made it dark. We raised 
them and they came along again and 
put them down. We asked why and they 
eaid we might have some trouble. Then 
we didn’t know what to expect. But we 
were scared and’ left them down. 


“Nothing happened till 
den. When the train stopped 
began shooting. At East St. Louis they 
got some more white men on the train 
and they had guns. Bullets commenceg 
coming 4 through the windows and the 
white men in the oars began shooting out. 
We all were scared mighty near to death 
and we piled down between seats and in 
the aisles, 

“That shooting kept up for about ten or 
fifteen minutes. Then the train pulled 
out. One white man wearing a brown suit 
was killed. Soveral others were hit. There 
Was only one negro hit and a bullet just 
grazed his head. I didn’t hurt him much, 

“They didn’t try to get ue out of the 
cars, and while the shooting was going on 
they pulled out. The train dian't stop until 
we got to Springfled. They took the dead 
man off and all of the persons who got hit. 
Bome of the negroes got out at Springfield, 
but the train moved on befdére all of us 
could get off. Te doors were again locked 
and the train went on to Atlanta. We 
etayed there until yesterday afternoon. All 
the women and children and all the men 
Dut us three got off there. We stayed and 
Mr. York said he was going to take us back 
to Springfield. We supposed he was. We

It was 
at first arranged to continue the Coroner's 
inquest at the Town Hal! and take the 
coal company’s witnesses downtown under 
military escort. This order was counter- 
manded by Col. Young, who intsructed the 
Coroner to adjourn to the stockade and 
there examine Manager Lukens and the 
company witnesses. 

Col. Young agreed to the removal of 
such of the wounded men at the stockade 
as desired to return to their homes, and 
also, at the request of Dr. Peterson, said 
that he saw no objection to Manager 
Lukens sending away a number of the ex- 
guards. 

The guards emplorved by the coal] com- 
pany are almost unanimous in the desire 
to return to their homes.

VIRDEN A MILITARY CAMP. 


Col. Young Has 509 Soldiers on Duty 
F in the Town. 

VIRDEN, Ill, Oct. 14.~Virden t¢ now a 
military camp. The troops are in com- 
mand of Col. BE. C. Young. His command 
cons‘sts of two troops of the First ILllinols 
Cavalry from Fort Sheridan, just mustered 
out of the volunteer army, three companies 
of militia from De Kalb, Peoria and Ore- 
gon and Capt. Craig's battery of Gatling 
guns. 

There is little probability-of any further 
trouble aa long as the militia are here. The 
military has disarmed all the miners and 
deputies. Col. Young's orders are explicit

Dany to employ whom they please, and 
also their right to maintain private guards 
at their mines. 

Meanwhile the coroner fs going on with 
the inquests, and will endeavor to deter- 
mine who was responsibie for bringing on 
the battle of Wednesday. 

An exciting Incident took place last night 
when a tra.n from the north, supposed to 
be filled with negroes, came down the C. 
«& A. track. 

When the train stopped at the stockade, 
Capt. Fevier, who was in command, then 
Shouted: ‘‘Don’t allow anyone to disem- 
bark from that train.” 

The gate was opened and a file of sol- 
diers rushed out on the double quick with 
fixed bayonets and lined up alongside of 
the train. General Manager Lukens made 
a formal request that their employes be 
a. owed to land and enter the stockade. 
Capt. Fevier declined to grant this. 

hen Mr. Lukens put it in the form of a 
demand, but the officer replied that he was 
under orders from Gov. Tanner to prevent 
the disembarking of any negro min- 
ers at the works and he would have to 
carry out those _ instructions. General 
Manager Lukens protested in vain and the 
train pulled out, headed south. 

By this time the advance guard of 
strikers gathered at the depot had ad- 
vanced up the track to within 100 yards 
of the stockade. The prasence of armed 
blue coats in the lookout boxes evidentiy 
halted them, as they remained there until 
the train passed, when they greeted it 
with waving hats and cheers for Gov 
Tanner, who, they believed, had been in- 
strumental in starting the blacks on their 
homeward journey. 

The attempt to land these men resulted 
in renewed activity on the part of the mi- 
litia. When the 8 o’clock assenger train 
pulled in last night the soldiers on guard 
at the depot boarded it and started to 
search the coaches for secreted negroes. 
The conductor became indignant and or- 
dered the engineer to go on, but Lieut. 
Smith demarded that he countermand the 
order and threatened to put him under ar- 
rest. In the meantime the train had 
started, but Lieut. Stoner, hearing the or- 
der of the other officer, jumped on the 
now rapidiy moving train and pulled the 
air cord and the train was brought to a 
dead stop quickly. Then Smith hed the 
men go through the coaches while the con- 
ductor raved, 

“Not a man shall be landed at that 
stockade so long as I.am here,” declared 
the Lieutenant, “and every train coming 
through will be rigidly searched.” 

It is said that President Loucks of the 
Virden Coal Company telegraphed from 
Chicago to Manager Lukens last night 
that the negroes should be landed and put 
to work at the risk of killing every man 
engaged in the underteking. 

However there is little significance at- 
tached to this; it is regarded merely as 
part of the coal company’s policy to force 
the hand of the Governor. 

It is said the trainload of negroes were 
taken on to East St. Louis last night and 
pe now at Venice, opposite North St. 
4ouis, 

The total number of soldiers here is 500. 
The Commissary Department of Col. 
Young’s command were on a lively hunt 
for bread and bacon. It appears that their 
rations, in some unexplained manner, were 
left behind at Springfield, and they will 
have to depend on the local bakers, 

There are only two small bakeries in the 
town and they have been badly rushed dur- 
ing the last two daye on account of large 
pumbers of outsiders who have arrived 

ere. 

A_ bad scare .was given the engineer 
a freight train going north to-dan: Pn 
parently the freight had orders not to stop 
at Virden, as they were going at a very 
high rate of speed inside the yards.

PANA, IIL, Oct. 14.—The negroes who 
failed to land at Virden are expected to be 
brought to Pana. In that case there wil] 


be trouble. The militia and miners here 
are be'ng posted hourly on every move 
mace at V'rden. 

Early this morning a telegram was re- 
ceived from Virden that in all probability 
Operator Lukens of the Chicago-Virden 
Coal Co. would attempt to land their im- 
ported negroes here. Capt. Harris of Com- 
pany G of Aurora was immediately in- 
formed of the news received, and he at 
once telephoned Adjutant-General Reece at 
Springfield for instructions. A conference 
was immediately held between Reece and 
Gov. Tanner, and resulted in the Governor 
ordering Capt. Harris to immediately put 
on a guard at each of the coal mines and 
at the approaches of each railroad into 
Pana, and under no circumstances to per- 
mit any imported negro to land in Pana. 
Capt. Harris has oniy 67 men under his 
command, and he was ordered to call on 
citizens to assist him if in his judgment 
he deemed it necessary. The union miners 
had heard of the news of the negroes’ re- 
ported coming, and through their Presi. 
dent, G. C. ‘avene. immediately volun- 
teered their services. Other citizens also 
volunteered their aid. 

In an interview Capt. Harris said: ‘The 
Governor's orders shall be strictly obeyed, 
and if negroes are brought into Pana while 
I am in charge, and they refuse to retreat 
when ordered to do 80, I will order my men 
to fire. All armed guards will be similarly 


dealt with.”

Smith, in a 
fight at Chicago, nearly wound up the 
career of Peter Jackson and he did himeelf 
proud in other battles. His brother l’addy 
Smith, made his home in St. Louis for a 
long while. When Griffo flunked that night 
in the Coliseum it was Paddy Smith who 
took his place and who so pluckily faced 
the drives of the better trained man, 
Tommy Tracy. Both the Smith boys were 
born pugilists and of happy-go-lucky dispo- 
sition. Both were fond of liquor and Ed’s 
weakness in this direction got him in 
troub.e often. He was a greut friend of 
Tom Allen, and it was the latter who 
coached him when he beat Goddard at New 
Orleans. 

Allen said this morning: “Swift was one 
of the gamest fighters that ever entered 
the ring.

lowing letter to the jailer: 

“Mr. Whitman—My Dear Sir: Please do 
not let any of the clergy in to see me, 
If I, an innocent man, be hanged to-day, 
without the right to have the highest 
court in the land pass upon my case, 
which is all prepared, at great expense to 
myself and labor to my fnmend—if I am 
refus.d this right, which every man {is en- 
titied to—there certainly can be no God 
above us, and in that case the clergy can 
do no good. So please do not allow any to 
see me. Yours, GBORGE H. JACKS.” 

This request was complied with. 

Jacks was convicted of the murder of 
Andrew J. McChee, an aged collector and 
solicitor whom Jacks, assisted by J. Wil- 
lows, now serving fourteen years for com- 
plicity in the crime, decoyed into an apart- 
ment house on Indiana avenue for the pur- 
pose of robbery.
